Carter bid to ‘narrow’

WASHINGTON, — At the Camp 
David summit opening on Tuesday, 
President Jimmy Carter will try to 
“narrow the differences of inter- 
pretation” regarding UN Security 
Council Resolution 242 which have 
arisen between the U.S., Israei and 
Egypt. during the past 11 years, 
Carter administration officials said 

yesterday. . 

Briefing reportera at the old Ex- 
ecutive Office Building next door to 
the White House, the officials main- 
tained that Carter will not try to 
change the balance of the 1967. 
resolution, which they called 
“gacred,"' They insisted that it 
remains ‘‘the only agreed 
framework” for resolving the Arab-

But they Roane asserted that new 
circumstances “and new oppor- 
tunities" have arisen requiring the 
parties to find a ‘“‘practical ex- 
pression" to the resolution’s prin- 
ciples. 

The officials, who asked not to be 
identified, expressed the hope that 
Carter, Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and President Anwar Sadat 
will then be in a position to issue new 
instructions to their respective 
foreign ministers to implement these 
princfples during subsequent 
negotiations designed to "flesh out" 
an overall agreement. 


Noting that the summit waa “‘un- 
precedented,"’ the officials also 
refused to predict the outcome. They 
explained that Carter has never met 
together with Sadat and Begin. When 
the highest level of leadership in the 
three countries meet, they noted, the 
outcome is unpredictable. 

The summit has no time limit, The 
officials said the expectation ia that 
it will last at least one week, with a 
break on Saturday because of the 
Jewish Sabbath. 

Lebanon will not formally be on 
the agenda, the officials noted, 
although It is likely to be raised at 
some point, given the gravity of the 
situation there. On Friday, the State 
Department said that Washington 
was.in close contact with the parties 
involved in that situation in an effort 
to defuse it. 

The upshot of the officials’ 
remarks was that the U.S. no longer 
believes it to be productive to retain 
the deliberate ambiguity drafted 
into the 242 resolution. Until now, 
that ambiguity has enabled Israel, 
Egypt and the U.S. to interpret the 
resolution in different ways, 


Specifically, the three countries 
have vastly different interpretations 
of the withdrawal clause of the 
resolution — Egypt claiming it re- 
quires Israeli withdrawal from al) 
the territories, the U.S. calling for 
withdrawal from most of the 
territories, with Israel arguing for 
withdrawal from only some of the

At the beginning of his address, the 
Prime Minister rejected the idea 
that the Camp David summit was 
decisive and that the destiny of the 
country depended on its outcome. 

Asserting he does not view the 
Camp David meeting as ‘‘a last op- 
portunity for peace." Begin said he 
is heading for the meeting “with all 
our best wishes, to obtain an agree- 
ment to continue negotiations. 

“With an open and trusting beart,"' 
the premier continued, ‘I shall 
stretch out my band to President 
Sadat and say to him: ‘When we met 
in Jerusalem and Ismailia, you said 
to me you were my friend. So, let us 
renew that friendship.’ 

Begin said he would not let the per- 
sonal attacks upon him in the Egyp- 
tlan press influence his attitude 
towards President Sadat, and ‘'No 
More War" would remain his prime 
objective. 

As for estimates of the time need- 
ed to conclude a peace treaty, Begin 
reminded his audience that it took 14 
years of negotiations to settle’ the 
Panama Canal dispute, and four 


years to wind up the Vietnam affair, 
“We, too, need a reasonable period 
of time in which to conduct 
negotiations for peace," he said. 

To this end, he will suggest at

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Tense quiet after fall of 
rebel Nicaragua town 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua. 
Scattered bomb blasts and 
rattled several cities in Nicaragua 
yesterday as a business strike aimed 
at toppling the government of Presi- 
dent Anastasio Somoza shut down 
most of the country's commerce. 

No new pitched batties have been 
teported since Friday, when 
Somoza's National Guard retook 
Mataegalpa, about 160 km. north of 
here, from its teenage rebel 
defenders. But the Red Cross waa 
preparing for further violence 
elsewhere. 

Meanwhile, the government on 
Friday night, in an attempt to stem 
the growing strike, announced that 
businessmen who voluntarily shut 
down will have to continue paying 
their staff and that workers who go 
on strike will be liable to immediate 
dismissal. 

Despite the threats, the week-old 
strike called by a broad-based op- 
position coalition showed every sign 
of gaining force. The coalition wants 
a government of national! unity to 
replace General Somoza, whose 
family has ruled this Central 
American country for 45 years. 

The northern city of Matagalpa 
was quiet yesterday after six days of 
street gun-battles between National 
Guardsmen and teenage insurgents. 
The lightly-armed youngsters 
withdrew from their barricades on 
Friday after holding off ἃ major 
assault by the guardsmen. 

Estimates of the death toll in 
Matagalpa ranged from 20 to 50. The 
Red Cross said it did not expect a 
final tota) for some time. 

Some of the 30,000 people who fled 
the town began returning yesterday 
while guardsmen patrolled the main 
streets, visitors said. 


Many aduits had supplied weapons 
to the estimated 400 young rebels 
who had controlled most of the town, 
which has a population of 45,000, 
local residents said. 

Apparently deciding that their 
ability to hold off the heavily armed 
guardsmen was limited, many of the 
youthful rebels, some only 12 years 
old, took off their masks on Friday 
and slipped away overnight to their 
homes. Others were believed to have 
taken refuge in nearby mountains. 

National Guard patrols were 
ordered to keep a watch for 
youngsters fleeing the city, guard 
sources said. 

Other Nicaraguan towns where 
there had been sporadic’ shooting 
and bombing also became quieter 
yesterday, although there were still 
isolated reports of shooting and 
some demonstrations. 

At Chinandega, about 110 km. 
northwest of Managua, Red Cross 
workers were organizing special 
teams of doctors and volunteers and 
setting up first aid stations and 
refugee centres. They said bombs 
and gunfire were heard regularly in 
the city and demonstrators had set 
fire to piles of tires and dug trenches 
in some streets. 

Continuous bomb explosions were 
reported in Jinotepe, 60 km. south of 
Managua, but observers said police 
were patrolling the streets and no 
shots were heard. 

The capital, Managua, was 
generally calm on Friday night 
despite Irequent bomb blasts that 
apparently were designed to keep up 
the tension rather than inflict 
casualties. Groups of National 
Guardsmen set up scattered 
roadblocks and were making spot 
checks of vehicles. (AP, Reuter) 


Soviets airlift arms to Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The Soviet 
Union has conducted a major airlift 
of military and civilian suppiles to 
Vietnam over the past several weeks 
in the wake of worsening relations 
between Hanof and its communist 
neighbours, China and Cambodia, 
U.S. officials said on Friday night. 
One official, who declined to be 
identified, said the airlift, involving 
15 to 20 planes with stops in Pakistan 
and India, ended within the past few 
days. The official said some in- 
telligence reports indicated that the 
Soviets were sending technicians to 
replace Chinese technicians who left 
Vietnam as tensions between Hanoi 
and Peking mounted during the 


summer.

The sources said that development 
of the new weapons was intended to 
offset the Soviet Union's recent 
deployment in Eastern Europe of its 
new mobile 53.5.20 nuclear missile. 
‘They said the defence secretary has 
tentatively approved $71m. in the 
1980 budget that will be sent to 
Congress in January for the full- 
seale engineering development of 
the Pershing weapon. 


The Pershing II's range would 
double the 750-km. range of the es- 
timated 110 Pershing I missiles 
deployed in West Germany and other 
parts of Europe since the early 1980s, 
sources sald. They said final ap- 
proval of the Pershing II weapons 
was expected to be made by the 
defence secretary in January. 

The Pershing ΤΊ, the sources said, 
will also be equipped with a new 
‘earth penetrating’’ nuclear 
warhead designed to destroy 
unde: ἃ command dunkers and 
airfields with a minimum of atomic 
fall-out.

“The.Arab cause has really made 
great strides in this country in the 
last year because of Sadat's trip and 
because of growing awareness of 
how important the Saudis are,” said 
one Saudi adviser, ‘But al] that can 
-be so easily lost, especially if the 
Saudis were perceived as opposing 
the Camp David meeting." 

The Saudis support a negotiated 
settlement with Israel but would 
prefer a united Arab position in a 
comprehensive settlement. They 
recognize that Israel cannot be 
defeated militarily and that another 
war might open the way for renewed 
Soviet influence in the Mideast. They 
view that the real threat to their 
security comes from Moscow which 
did not seem to be sitting idly by. The

Phalange, which is allied with 
former President Camille 
Chamoun's National Liberal Party, 
second strongest of the armed 
Maronite Christian groups. But 
observers expected the government 
effort to fafl, as well. 

‘The overriding reason for general 
pessimism was that Lebanon has 
become 50 thoroughly fragmented 
into armed politico-religious groups, 
some with political axes to grind, 


groupings, and political, 
that muat be brought to some kind of 
harmony before peace in Lebanon 
will be possible. 

Adding to the air of gloom, 
heaviest that many observers here 
have discerned since the civil war 
ended in 1976, have been daily in- 
cidents involving shootouts, kidnap- 
Pings and murders attributed to 
various of the factions. The toughest 
actions have come from the Syrians 
in their week-long attempt to disarm 
Phalangists and other religious 
militias in the mountain areag north 
of Beirut. At least δέ Christians died 
during a Syrian sweep through the 
Batroun region where the largely 
Syrian Arab deterrent force now 
commands strategic hills overlook- 
ing the road network that controls 
north Lebanon. 


According to one authoritative es- 
timate, the Syrians now dominate 
about a third of Mount Lebanon, the 
traditional stronghold of the 
Christians, and have in effect backed 
the Phalangists and Chamounists 
into a vulnerable corner with their 
backs against the sea above East 
Beirut. 

The action prompted Israel, which 
has provided arms to Jemayel and 
Chamoun, to warn Syria, via 
American diplomatic channels, 
against pressing the Christians 
further, The implication was that if 
the Christian groups become 
seriously threatened by the Syrian 
attempt to disarm them, Israel will 
intervene either with more massive 
military aid or direct military at- 
tacks against the Syrians. 


various Jeftist and nationalist 
Moslem groups who support the 
Syrians. Authoritative Christian 
sources in East Beirut said that 
fewer than 10 per cent of Lebanon's 
Maronite Christian community ac- 
tively support the Phalange and the 
Chamounists. They, reported 
numerous incidents of intimidation, 
blackmail and “protection racket" 
shakedowns in East Beirut and the 
port city of Junieh just to the north 
by Phalangists and Chamounists 
seeking to bolster lagging financial 
and public support. 

In addition there is a growing 
Maronite community in the north of 
Lebanon led by former President 
Sulelman Franjieh, whose son Tony 
‘was killed in a Phalange massecre in 
June. that actively supports the 
Syrians and bitterly opposes 
Jemayel and Chamoun. 

To emphasize the point, a Beirut 
newspaper complained editorially 
that journalistic ‘shorthand’ of 
identifying Jemayel's and 
Chamoun's militias 85 ‘Christian 
had probably misled the world into 
believing Lebanon has become a 
Christian-Mosiem battleground. 


The situation is aimHar on the 
Mosiem side, where it is estimated 
that less than 25 per cent of the peo- 
ple are committed to the various 
Nasserite leftist, Islamic rightist 
and other “popular struggle'’ 
groups. Like the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Christians, they are in- 
nocent bystanders caught in the 
crossfire of fighting factions and tak- 
ing most of the casualties, only one 
of which is human life. 


politicians rely on the professionais 
In the State Department to conduct 
foreign affairs. In January, 1976, 
however, the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee dispatched to the Middle 
East a seven-man study mission 
headed by its chairman, Thomas 
Morgan. 

After meeting Israeli and Egyp- 
tian leaders, the mission took note of 
the wide gap between the positions of 
the two sides, and it recommended 
that the U.S. play a role in finding a 
solution. It was a responsibility, the 
commission stated, that the U.S. 
could not escape. 

Unaware of the real issues at 

hand, an American politician of the 
stature of Senator Adlai E. Steven- 
son almost lost his temper after talk- 
Ing to Middie East politicians in 
February of the same year. The 
mutual distrust and suspicion among 
both the Arabs and the Israelis led 
him to "despair" he wrote to the 
State Department. 
IN BUSINESSMAN FASHION, 
Stevenson recommended that both 
Palestinians and Israelis come up 
with “concrete proposals,"’ in order 
to baffle the ‘'extremists’’ on both 
sides. In Stevenson's view, the PLO 
“had the broadest claim" to repre- 
sent the Palestinians.

Tt was thus Brown who tipped the 
balance in favour of America's tacit 
acquiescence in Syria’s invasion of 
Lebanon. Letting Syria in wes to ig- 
nore the history of the region, of 
Course, and ultimately to deliver 
the Christians of the Middle East to 
the tyranny of the Moslem majority. 

How such misconceptions had 
gained the upper hand in guiding the 
policy of the sole superpower 
capable of defending Christiandom 
is, of course, a subject for a serious 
study, but one outside the scope of 
Dr. Marom’s work. 

Two years later, it must be evident 
even to the un-named State Depart- 
ment officials that Syria got the 
hetter of them when she asked to 
police Lebanon, purportedly in order 
to curb the ‘'Palestinians.” 

But at the time, even so seasoned 
observer cf the Middie East scene as 
Joseph Sisco believed that after be- 
ing crushed by Syria, the PLO would 
be weakened to such a degree that it 
would seek some sort of com- 
promise. And Kissinger reportedly 
argued that Syria was the only 
power capable of imposing restraint 
on the PLO. Only two years later, we 
now know that this did not happen. 
Indeed, in the view of Israeli 
observers at the time, it could not 
have happened.

THOSE VIEWERS and listeners who expected Prime Minister 
Begin to shed some light on Israel's position at the Camp David 
talks this week, during his brief TV and radio address to the na- 
tion last night must have been disappointed. 

Mr. Begin repeated what by now have become recognized as 
his standard truisms, namely that no single conference or 
meeting can determine the fate of the Jewish People and that 
Israe] ig passionately intent on peace with its nelghbours, but 
also on security in its historic land. . 

The Prime Minister refrained from saying new or 
much on the situation in Lebanon, which, as has been widely 
reported for days, has exercised him and his top aides. He 
limited himself to warning once again that Israel would not 
reconcile itself to the destruction of a people, meaning the 
Lebanese Christian community. He gave no inkling, of course, 
of the operative consequences of this principle, but in volcing 
hope for a new cease-fire, perhaps he was basing himself on in- 
formation that supplied reason for hope. ‘ 

Plainly the thrust of hig remarks was directed at some of cur 
domestic problems, His appeal to the teachers to rescind their 
strike threat seemed to be the main point. In making this 
appeal, the Prime Minister put his prestige on the line, and 
whatever may be thought of his government's economic and 
wage policy, his willingness to commit himself in this way, is, at 
least, deserving of respect. 

Mr. Begin trotted out some fearsome figures to explain what a 
35 per cent rise for the teachers could bring in its wake. Though 
this in itself does not explain why 15 per cent is sacrosanct, And 
his homely reference to the teaching profession's historic com- 
mitment to a modest way of life probably did little to persuade 
the nation’s underpaid teachers. 

Finally he addressed himself to his massive plan to eliminate 
the problem of slums and inferior housing conditions, which 
affects, by his figures, some 47,000 families in the country. This 
project — Project Renewal as it has been dubbed — certainly 
deserves the high priority and commitment of energy which Mr. 
Begin has given it. 

The Prime Minister, with his fine feeling for audience 
response, was aware that slum dwellers watching him would 
not be much impressed by his promises about a distant future. 
And he wisely appealed for their patience, as he briefly outlined 
the plan. 

If the principal aim of his performance last night was to wina 
reprieve from the teachers, then the teachers’ respouse will be 
the test for his message. . ᾿ 

Yet implicit in Mr. Begin’s focus on domestic issues there 
may have been another message -— namely that the citizenry, 
troubled by its social and economic problems, should not con- 
clude, even as he departs for Camp David, that the Prime 
Minister deals only with matters of Soren potiey, He is aware, 
in the paternal manner that marks Mr, Begin's style, of what 
pains them. 

This paternal style may or may not work at Camp Devid. Mr. 
Begin is fully confident it works at home.

WHAT motivates Prime Minister

all, the President wants to nail down 
the answer, 

If the answer is ideology, a8 many 
U.S. officials fear, then 
inform Begin and Egypt's President 
Sadat that they might as well pack 
their bags and return home. There is 
Teally nothing much to talk about 
since the Americans are convinced 
that no solution is possible without 
an Israeli willingness to withdraw at 
some point from these areas. 

If, on the other hand, the answer ia 
security, there is room for a prolong- 
ed discussion. Carter firmly believes 
that the U.S. can come up with a for. 
mula to meet Israel's legitimate 
defence requirements, which at the 
same time would enable Israel to 
withdraw to a new lne to be 
negotiated future talka with 
Jordan and the local Palestinians. 

The spate of press reports here 
over the past few days suggesting 
that the U.S. might even be prepared 
to expand its military presence fn 
the Middie East — despite the 
trauma of the Vietnam lence — 
indicates the extent to which the 
Americans are willing to go to meet 
Israel's security concerns. . 

Administration officials are trying 
desperately to demonstrate that the 
U.S. is willing to do virtually 
anything to make Israel feel secure 
as part of ἃ territorial withdrawal 
from the West Bank and Gaza. 

One Administration official 
recently said in a private conversa: 
tion that Israel, if it agreed to such a 
withdrawal, could “write its own

The Palestinian taboo
